the moral law. Of coarse God could 
punish in this way, but bo does not do 
it.

very naturally look for the most pros- 
perity among those who are righteous; 
bat on the contrary we of tan find those 
who are moat righteous having the most 
trouble aa the result of these lews. Again 
the violator of the moral law in civil

fares better than the 


righteous man 
and 
frequently 
the 


righteous man has the least chance in 
civil courts, because the winked some- 
times resort to means that tun righteous 
cannot employ. We might imagine that 
God wonld use the oonsenaaa of public 
opinion to reward or punish as. 
It is 


trae many receive penalties from this 
source justly, bat on the other band 
often the most guilty escape public con- 
demnation, while the innocent become 
its victims. Social strength, political in- 
fluence or capital aids the guilty to stand 
at the front of society, while hia victim 
is frowned noon and driven ont of so- 
ciety. This is not justice, and we can- 
not believe God employs theiie methods 
to punish and reward us. 
Then again 


we might suppose that the violation ot 
law is pnnished by calamity to property; 
but this is not jast for those who keep 
the law are too often the subjects of 
adversity, and the wicked are often the 
most prosperous. 
We might suppose 


that the troubled conscience is the pun- 
ishment for sin, and we have those who 
believe that this is the only method God 


Bar, this will not hold good, as con- 


sciences often are hardened and no re- 
morse comes to snob a conscience. '.Many 
men go on in sin until their moral sus- 
ceptibilities are so blunted as to cause 
them 110 qualms, no matter what the 
crime is, It this were trae we could go 
to the penitentiary and there find the 
persons who are moat conscience smit- 
ten, which is not trae. Yon will have 
to go to tbe righteous to find trouble*," 
soola, because here we have the tender 
conscience, and in the penitantiary the 
hardened conscience. 
We find then, 


from these hasty references that none ot 
them meets the case. Penalty is not, and 
cannot be meted oat in thtti life. The 
query may arise, when will judgment 
take place? The text says, after death. 
Some sny, immediately after 
death, 


others, at the gnat day of judgment. 
In my opinion it will follow l.na general 
resurrection, bat I am not here to die- 
ones at length this opinion. Many rea- 
sons may to given for tbe belief that the 
judgment shall come at the end ot 
the world, but 
as it 
is not my 


purpose 
to 
discuss 
that 
question 


now I 
will 
give bat one reason 


for this view of the judgment. I believe 
it IB designed that all men shall declare 
God's judgment just and that all will be 
present on tbe day of judgment. God 
ooald satisfy bis judgment ten years be- 
fore death as well as ton days after death, 
bat not so with men. They mast see 
the influence for good or evil nf every life 
to admit the justice of God. Icnnnot de- 
termine the influence of Voltaire or 
Paine, or St. Paul or Moses. Others are 
affected by the influence ot men and no 
one oan determine the extent of individ- 
ual life influence until that influence is 
ended, and that mast be at the end ot 
the world. Paine and Voltiure oonld 
not, in the flesh, determine theirinfluence 
on the world, neither oan other men, and 
they cannot know what it is until the 
end of the world. Then we may he able 
to determine tbe extent of life influence 
only when God tnrns ou the light of 
judgment, and then only can we see the 
justice of Hie jmlgrnentp 
There nr» 


probably those who believe that an indi- 
vidual ought to have HD opportunity 
after death to revise hia life. Yoa will 
notice the text sayu. "It is appointed 
unto men once to die bat utter this the 
judgment." 


I have no disposition to forbid any in- 


dividual every opportunity to reform, but 
if it were possible to reform aft«r death 
why not reform life during our years in 
tins world. We resolve to reform aid 
lead ft better life, but how often those 
resolutions nre broken? Might this not 
be the aarua after (loath? Ueuh is only 
a change if stnto, as one may move from 
one ststo to another; yet m gomgfrom oce 
sta'e to another the character romaina the 
same, hence it is fair to aeanoie that 
death doe? not change character. What 
kind i if society will a man find after 
death? 
The same people ha know in 


this life will be met nft«r death; hence 
there can be nothing bsyond this life to 
change character. Put the dopreved in 
the midst of good society, and he would 
be miserable, and will soon leave it for 
his old hannts. Bring him into a prayer 
meeting or class meeting, or into your 
home, and he will be miserable because 
ot nnoongemahty. So we may not snp-
